STATEMENT OF 
JOHN HUNTOON 
March 5, 1964 


My name is John Huntoon, 
I am Secretary and General 
Manager of the American Ra- 
dio Relay League, with Head- 
quarters at Newington, Connec~ 
ticut, The League is a non- 
profit membership association 
and has approximately 100, 
000 members in the UnitedSta- 
tes and Canada, Our member- 
ship comes largely from a- 
mong the more than 250,000 
amateur radio operators who 
are licensed by the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
The League this year com- 
memorates its 50th anniver=| 
sary, and thus is nearly as 
old as radio regulations itself, | 

As th€ national association 
of amateur radio operators, the 
League wishes to record with 
your subcommittee its support 
of H.R, 6697. and its opposi- 
tion to the establishment by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission of application and/ 
or license fees for amateurs 
unless specifically authorized 
to do so by Congress, 

Amateur radio occupies a 
most unique position among the 
many services licensed by the 
Commission, The amateur is 
self-trained and constructs, 
maintains and operates his own 
equipment on his own time and 
at his own expenses, He pro- 
vides emergency communica- 
tions in time of disaster on 
a strictly voluntary basis, at- 
tracts other young men to the 
field of science and technology, 
contributes to advancement of 
the communications and elec- 
tronics art, and enhances ine 
ternational good will. Intimes 
of national emergency, theam- 
ateur Service provides a read- 
ily available pool of skilled 
operators and technicians, In 
addition, amateurs render many 
and most valuable services for, 
on behalf of, and at no cost to 
the Federal Communications 
Commission which otherwise 
would be provided at most 
substantial expense to the Gov- 
ernment, For these reasons, 
the League believes that ap- 
plication and license fees should 
not be imposed upon the Ama- 
teur RadioService unless specs 
ifically authorized by Congress 
by appropriate legislation, 


The public service record 
of the amateur over the years 
in providing vital communica~ 
tions in time of natural disas- 
ter is well known, In the past 
50 years in practically every 
instance of hurricane, fire, 
flood, tornado or other cala- 
mity, amateurs have stepped 
in to furnish emergency com- 
munications, when other chan= 
nels were overloaded or des- 
troyed, forthe RedCross, Wea- 
ther Bureau, municipal police 
and fire departments, and 
other agencies engaged in re- 
lief operations, Just last month 
the Red Cross and our Lea- 
gue revised and renewed an a- 
greement for mutual coopera- 
tion in times of disaster, The 
amateur body is organized for 
di- 
disaster communications 
through its Amateur Radio Pub- 
lic Service Corps, the nucleus 
of which consists of thousands 
of dedicated citizens drilling 
daily or weekly in simulated 
communications emergency o- 
perations, training themsel- 
ves for maximum efficiency 
if and when nature runs ber- 
serk in their communities, 
Additionally, amateurs have 
organized and largely operate 
the system known as the Rae 
dio Amateur Civil Emergency 
Service, under rules promul- 
gated by the Commission inco- 
ordination with the Office of 
Emergency Planning primar- 
ily to proyide an orgaized 
system of gpackup communica- 
tion in the event of enemy at- 
tack, 

Amateurs range in age from 
schoolboys of 7 to retired per- 
sons of 70, A high percent- 
age are of high school and cole 
lege age and have limited fin- 
ancial resources for the pur- 
chase of the parts and equip- 
ment necessary to communis 
cate with other amateurs and 
thereby gain  self-training, 
There are perhaps 5,000 handi- 
capped licensees -- blind, or 
confined towheelchairs oriron 
lungs -- with little or no in- 
come, For these people ama= 
teur radio is a salvation, an 
opportunity to live a useful 
life by participating in emer- 
gency communications net- 
works and other public ser- 
vice amateur activities, 

The imposition of fees would 
defeat one of the basic pur- 
poses of Communications Act 
of 1934, as amended, where, 
in Section 303 (g), the Com- 


mission is charged with the 
duty to ‘‘generally encourage 
the larger and more effective 
use of radio in the public in- 
terest,’* The Commission ad- 
mits this as a very real pos~ 
sibility in its Report and Or- 
der in Docket 14507, adopted 
May 6, 1963, by which fees 
were established, when it says, 
‘‘In view of the comments which 
were filed, we believe the two 
areas in which the proposed 
fees may possibly discourage 
the larger and more effective 
use of radio are the field of 
amateur radio and the experi- 
mental use of frequencies,’’ 
Further, imposition of fees 
would discourage the amateur 
from advancing his skills to 
achieve a higher class of li- 
cense and more fully satisfy 
the basic objectives of the Ama- 
teur Radio Service, 

The amateur service actual- 
ly is not a burden upon our 
government in the matter of 
costs of regulation, There are 
ways other than cash contri- 
butions in which the amateur 
service can -- and does == 
stand a fair share of admine 
istrative and regulatory costs, 


The principal examples are: 


1) Ten years ago, to re= 
lieve its growing workload and 
expense, the Commission ex- 
panded its system of delega= 
ting to qualified amateurs the 
responsibility of supervising 
and conducting examinations for 
certain new applicants for ama- 
teur licenses, Today approxi- 
mately one-half of all amateur 
examinations are supervised 
and conducted by volunteer 
amateurs, The Commission =- 
and therefore the public -- has 
been saved perhaps hundreds 
of thousands of dollars over 
the last ten years, 

2) The Commission has the 
responsibility for the investi 


gation and solution, insofar as 


possible, of mutual interfer- 
ence problems between the ser- 
vices under its jurisdiction, 
Particularly with the advent 
of the television broadcast ser- 
vice following World War II, 
interference problems com- 
pounded to the point where, if 
normal measures had beeneme- 
ployed, the Commission would 
have been put to great expense 
in administration of such mat- 
ters, The amateur service and 
the League, in close coopera= 
tion with the Commission, have 
established television interfer- 
ence (TVI) committees on a 


community basis to investigate 
and correct interference pro- 
blems, 

More than 600 of thesecom=- 
mittees have been establish 
organized and staffed oe) 
by amateurs under Commis- 
sion sponsorship, Their work 
is not limited to interference 
from amateur stations but in- 
cludes all other radio services, 
including the recently reacti- 
vated Citizens Service, as well 
as electrical and industrial e- 
quipment and systems, When 


' interference complaints are re=- 


ceived by the Commission, they 
frequently are passed on to the 
appropriate committee for act= 
ion, The results have been out= 
standing, Thus, on a purely 
volunteer basis, the amateur ~ 
service has relieved the Com= 
mission of an immeasurable a= 
mount of investigative work, 
The savings to the Commission 
and the Government amounts to 
tens of thousands of dollars each 
year, 
3) The amateur service has. 
an outstanding record in the 
field of self-enforcement of 
the Commission’s rules, the 
Communications Act of 1923, 
Communications Act of 1934, 
and international treaties, T 
amateur body, through the LeNgay 
gue, has a corps of volunteer 
Official Observers, who spend 
much of their time monitor= 
ing the amateur bands and ad= 
vising stations, either by direct 
radio contact or by mail, when 
even minor infractions are ob=- 
served, Thus for many years 
the Commission has been able 
to conduct its supervisory and 
monitoring responsibilities 
with fewer personnel and at 
less cost to the Government 
than would have been required 
if close attention to the ama- 
teur service were necessary, 
Therefore, although not in 
the form of direct monetary 
contributions, the amateur ser= 
vice is already underwriting a 
substantial portion of the 
cost of administration and re- 
gulation of its activities, 
Most licenses have an ins- 
trinsic value, because they are 
necessary or desirable in the 
conduct of a business which 
produces income, Many of the - 
services have ceilings upon the — 
number of stations which 
be authorized, In the a 
‘teur service, however, there 
‘is no ceiling or limit upon 
| amateur licenses, with the re- 
‘sult that an amateur license 


has no intrinsic value to the 
recipient, The value of an a- 
mateur license is to the pub- 
rough the public service

Not of course as I my- 
self would do it but as it should 
be done for most efficient oper- 
ation. 

The first thing is directed to 
some of the newer operators who 
are getting into CW traffic work 
and the young fellows who fancy 
themselves hot-shot CW men. 
If these fellows could tape them. 
selves and try to copy it on 
paper they might just give up 
in disgust. 

The number one complaint I 
have is the habit of running all 
letters together without pause, 
Also the words are all jammed 
together like sardines in a can. 
I learned the hard way, and only 
hope these boys will change be. 
fore they form habits that will 
become very hard to break in 
the future. 

Secondly, the dits of some 
stations sound like a sledge ham. 
mer blow making copying doubly 
hard. Also the ones who use 
electronic keyers are not fully 
competent on this devise, and 
going too fast make many mis. 
takes. This in turn disrupts the 
thought of the receiving station, 
again adding to the difficulty. 

Changing speeds, chirpy sig- 
nals, hum etc. sprinkled in here 
and there adds up to a complete 
disruption of traffic. 

By no stretch of the imma- 
gination do I consider myself 
a perfect example, on the con- 
trary. I was bad, but got better. 
Then with some good advise im- 
proved some more. I continue 
to work at improvement every 
day. 

It has been my experience 
from listening to CW nets op- 
erate that a fairly regular speed, 
even if not very fast will get 
more done than any amount of 
uncertain or changing speeds. 

This advise could also be used 
by some of the older operators 
as well. When two operators are 
exchanging tfc and both want to 
use high speed this is OK, But 
on the net itself it is better to 
keep it down to at least twenty 
Remember to seperate 
WPN,. Watch those pauses bet. 
ween letters and words, when 
going slow don’t allow your dots 
to be 40 WPM. Remember to sep- 
erate each line in the heading wiht 
AA, Considerthe fellow who is 
using a pencil and not a mill. 
Check your rig for cliks or chirps 
and good dc content. 

Remember the purpose is to 
send or receive traffic correctly 
and not a place to show off your 
speed or ability on a key. 


Mahlon Loomis 


When Marconi died it is said 
that he had the greatest processe 
ion of mourners at his funeral 
of any scientific man. It appears 
that some 18,000 persons attend. 
ed his funeral. 

Such was not the case when 
the real inventor of wireless 
died. He had practically no one 
at his funeral. As a matter of fact 
hardly anyone knows where he is 
buried. This is due largely bee 
cause his wife had a memorial 
stone erected for him inthe cemee 
tary where she is buried, but he 
is not buried there. 

Dr. Mahlon Loomis, of Washe 
ington DC, is the man who, 100 
years ago, invented the first real 
wireless telegraph system ever 
devised by man, got a patent on 
it and successfully demonstrated 
it between two stations located18 
miles apart, even before Marconi 
was born. 

Early in November, Cy Hill, 
W3BEG, and I visited the grave 
of Mahlon Loomis at Terra Alta, 
Virginia. It was there that he died 
and was buried in 1886 after a 
quarter of a century of effor® 
trying to convince people that he 


had a wonderful invention which 
would eventually benefit all of 
humanity. This man actually used 
‘¢Hertzian’’ wave transmission 
before Heinrich Rudolph Hertz 
himself discovered such waves. 
He used a high tension spark in 
his antenna circuit which gener- 
ated high frequency oscillations 
the same as Marconi did many 
years later, and radiated real 
electronmagnetic waves. 

A great amount of time has 
been employed in authenticating 
dates, occurrences, places and 
personalities in connection with 
the Loomis invention and expere 
imental demonstrations, as well 
as visits to his station sites in 
the Blue Ridge mountains. The 
details of this remarkable man 
and invention which opened the 
electronic age, together with ree 
productions of his actual skete 
ches, notes, letters, andlectures 
together with photographs of 
some of his apparatus and many 
clippings of his activities that 
appeared in the press of the 
country, will appear in my book, 
*¢The Beginning of Wireless’’.

The Enertron 

A new non.-coherent light-energy 
generator, the Enertron, is said 
to be better than any laser for 
many space’ communication or 
ranging uses. Its energy conver- 
sion efficiency is claimed to be 
equal to that of a magnetron (better 
than 50 percent), 

It can radiate 50 megalumen light 
pulses at 10 ke repetition rate. 
The Enertron, a multi-electrode, 
gas discharge tube immersed in 
high viscosity liquid, converts low 
average input power to very high 
output power. With a simple re. 
ceiver consisting of a dime store 
lens, beer can, si-solar cell and 
a two transistor amplifier, the 
Enertron provided voice communi- 
cation over 150 miles in a recent 
Navy test. It could prove to be 
a practical way of using radia. 
tion in the Ultra-violet, visible, 
or infra-red range for radar, com- 
munication and missile guidance.

License Fees 


The United States Court of 
Appeals for the Seventh Cir- 
cuit in Chicago, handling the 
matter of FCC license appli- 
cation fees, heard arguments 
February 11 on the petition of 
aeronautical interests for a 
permanent injunction, The re- 
quest was denied, but the 
Court agreed to review the 
over-all proposal on its mer- 
its, Responsive to a decision 
of the ARRL Executive Com- 
mettee, General Counsel Booth 
has joined appellants and our 
brief will be filed early next 
month (March), 


The Court also stated that 
until its final decision was 
forthcoming, the Commission 
could put its fee system into 
effect provided that complete 
records are kept on those who 
pay fees, and provided that fee 
receipts are kept in a separate 
Treasury Department account 
and thus available for reimbur- 
sement in the event the final 
decision is against the fee sys- 
tem. FCC promptly acted to 
announce that faay application 
for license postmarked March 
17, 1964, or thereafter, must 
be accompanied by the appro- 
priate fee, 


Applicants tor licenses by 
mail will obtain Form 610 ap- 
plication blanks from any of- 
fice of the FCC, Each appli- 
cant will choose a volunteer 
examiner, who must be at least 
21 years of age, and must hold 
a General orhigher class ama- 
teur license, or must hold an 
FCC commercial radiotele- 
graph license or must be em- 
ployed as an operator at a 
manually operated radiotele- 
graph station in the service of 
the United States, The exam- 
iner will administer the code 
sending and receiving tests, 
and will certify this in a let- 
ter to the FCC’s licensing unit 
at Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, 
17325, The letter will also 
show that the examiner, (ARRL 
form S-45 is a convenient 
substitute for an individually- 
written letter; reasonable quan- 
tities may be obtained from my 
office.) The applicant’s check 
or méney order for $4.00 must 
be sent along withthe letter and 
Form 610 (except that no fee 
is charged for Novice applica- 
tions), Gettysburg will send 
the test papers tothe examiner, 
who must return them to FCC 
within the time specified, us- 


Millionaires Are Scarce 


The Bureau of Internal Revee 
nus has reported that 398 pere 
sons filed returns for 1961 showe 
ing that tney received $1 million 
Or more of income. 

If anyone has any lingering 
suspicion (or wishful thoughts) 
that a sizeable proportion or 
taxes is paid by the wealthy - 
and we suppose that anyone witha 
$1 million income can be called 
wealthy even at today’s prices e 
he will be disappointed. The fie 
gures show that these millione 
aires accounted for only 8.10 
of 1 per cent of all taxes paid 
in 1961. 

As a matter of contrast, these 
in the $6,000 - $7,000 bracket 
paid 8.4 per cent of all taxes 
in that year. 

Although the 398 who reported 
million-dollar incomes for 1961 
were the second highest number 
of people reporting that much 
income for any year, it is intere 
esting to note that the number of 
millionaires were well below that 
of 32 years before. In 1929, there 
were 513 of them.

For future re- 
ference, also note on each mes- 
sage from whom received and to 
whom sent, along with dates and 
times -- especially on messages 
of emergency or priority pre- 
cedence. Make sure dates and 
times agree; if you use GMT, 
change the date after 2400Z!

“sors. It will not deal with 
overeall allocations matters.The 
Magazine’s editor apparently 
does not know the difference 
between a plenipotentiary cone 
ference and an administrative 
conference, The fact is that 
the Swiss government has ine 
formed the ITU that it does 
not want an administrative cone 
ference to be held in Geneva 
in 1965. A CCIR (technical 
study) conference is scheduled 
for 1966, and its decisions will 
be desirable as background for 
the eventual allocations (ade 
ministrative) conference. Thus 
the earliest practical date for 
an allocations conference is 1967. 
It is the unanimous opinion of 
communications authorities in 
he Department of State, Office 
@ Emergency Planning, FCC, 
d the ITU itself, with whom 
‘we have discussed this subject 
at length in months past as well 
as currently, that the conference 
is at least three years in the 
future, and more likely four or 
five. This is, for example, the 
basis for President Hoover’s 
statement in his convention ade 
dresses..as per January QST. 
2) FCC is not due to announce 
in March its decision on RM- 
499. The chairman of the Come 
mission has indicated to us that 
because of heavy workload in 
other fields (e.g., Citizens Band 
rules revision in process), and 
the’ need for careful study and 
evaluation of the League’s and 
other related proposals in the 
same area of regulation, it will 
be at least several months bee 
fore FCC can formulate its dee 
cision. 
‘ 3) President Hoover has said 
unequivocally that the 73 editorial 
statement about his impending ree 
Signation is totally unfounded, 
that he remains honored and 
proud to represent. the League 
and its Board decisions, and that 
he is will ing to serve as pree 
sident as long as it meets the 
Board’s pleasure. Since the ere 
roneous 73 item is stated as 
coming from *‘responsible soure 
ces’’, you may be better able 
to evaluate the accuracy of other 
statements in the editorial.
